MAKING TOYS. 


The Art Descending From lan pemaretton 
to Another In St. Ulrith. — 

Miss Amelia B. Edwards, in het ‘‘Un- 
trodden Peaks,’’ mentions many an in- 
teresting visit to the homes of the work- 
ing people of St. Ulrich, where so many 
toys are made. 

In one house, runs the account, we 
found an old; old woman at work, Mag- 
dalena Paldauf by name. She carved 
cats, dogs, walves, sheep, goats and ele- 


phants. She has made those six animals. 
her whole life long, and she has no idea | 


of how to cut anything else. She makes 
them in two sizes, and she turns out as 
nearly as possible a thousand of them a 
year. 

She has no model or drawing of any 
kind to work by, but goes on steadily, 
unerringly, using gouges of different 


sizes and shaping out her cats, dogs, | 
wolves, sheep, goats and elephants with | 


an ease and an amount of truth to na- 
ture that would be clever if it were’not 


utterly mechanical. Magdalena Paldauf | 
learned from her mother how to carve | 


those six animals, and her mother had 
learned, in like manner, from her grand- 
mother. Magdalena has now taught the 
art to her own granddaughter, and so it 
will go on being transmitted for gener- 
ations, 

In another house Miss Edwards found 
| the whole family carving skulls and 
| crossbones tor fixing at the bases of 
crucifixes, for the wood carving of Grod- 
ner Thal is religious in its nature as 
| well as amusing. In other houses there 
| were families that carved rocking horses 
| or dolls or other toys, and in still other 
houses there were families of ‘painters. 

In one house we found about a doz- 
en girls painting gray horses with black 
points. In another house they painted 
| only red horses with white points, It is 
a separate branch of the trade to paint

\ 
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MAY BE SINGING FISHES. 


A Phenomence of the Sea Which Is In- 


teresting and Mysterious, 

Here is an account of a phenomenon 
of the Pascagoula river in Mississippi, 
to which, althongh_it..isnot-generally 
known, the attention of naturalists has 
been called on account of its mystery. 
At times very remarkable sounds are 
heard at the mouth Of this river. Thé 
local fishermen say that it is ‘‘the spirits 
singing under the water.’’ It is a mur- 
muring sound, which rises gradually 
and then falls to a lower tone. The 
music ceases when the waters are dis- 
turbed, and when they are quiet it be-. 
gins again. 

Several explanations have been offered 
as to the origin and cause of the myste- 
rious sounds of the Pascagoula. The 
most satisfactory theory: is that tle 
sounds are produced by a species of fish 
in some unknown way. Professor G. 


Brown Goode, who is an authority on, 


fishes and fish life, thinks that the drum- 
fish may cause the sounds in question. 

Instances of peculiar sounds being 
heard at sea and ascribed to fishes are 
not uncommon, as the following exam- 
ples will show: 

‘In 1824, when Lieutenant White of 
the American navy was at the mouth of 
ariver in Cambodia, he and his-crew 
were surprised by unusual sounds. He 
described the noises as a mixture of the 
bass of an organ, the ringing of belle. 
the guttural cries of a large frog and the 
tones of an. immense harp. The natives 
said that the sounds were prodnced by a 

-sebool of a certain kind of fish. 

Dr. Buist, 1847, reported that a party 
of people-in a boat on the waters near 
Bombay heard« strange sounds, which 
the natives held to be caused by fish. 
The well known English traveler,.Sir J. 
Emerson Tennent, heard similar sounds 
from the lake: of Batticaloa‘in Ceylon, 
and here again the tatives claimed that 
fishes made the sounds. Several corre- 
spondents'of newspapers have reported 
having heard sounds which were pro- 
duced by fishes. One writer in the Lon- 
don Field, 1867, avers that in the har- 
bor at Greytown, Nicaragua, he was 
haunted at night by these mysterious 
sounds, Another in the same paper tells 
of musical sounds which he heard in the 
Tavoy river. Other instances of more 
recent date might be mentioned. 

From all the accounts given we may 
draw some _ interesting conclusions. 
Thus it seems that the sounds are al- 
most always heard on shipboard, though 
Charles- Kingsley once heard them at 
Trinidad from the shore; that they are 
usually heard in tropical regions; that 
théy are more often heard at night than 
at any other time; that they are com- 
monly heard at the mouth of rivers, as 
at the mouth of the Pascagoula, and 
that they have been’ reported from far 
‘distant places in America, Europe and 
Asia.—Our Animal Friends.

Pigeon Roosts Fifty Years Ago. 

Pigeon Roost, Scott county, Ind., re- 
ceived.its name from its being the night- 
ly rendezvous of the passenger or wild 
pigeon. These pigeons usually selected 
some heavily wooded or elevated locali- 
| ty for their roosting, bordering on their 
feeding grounds, which might be sever- 
al hundred miles in extent. The pigeons 
| usually commenced to arrive before sun- 
| set and continued in increasing pum- 
bers until after midnight. At daybreak 
the birds would’ begin to leave the roost, 
and on swift wing depart for their feed- 


night, as stated. It may safely be said 
that these birds ranged the forests of 
Indiana from the Wabash to the Ohio, 
and extending far into Kentucky. So 
large were their roosts that they became 
localities of great interest.

NEw York, Sept. 80.—Major General 
Nelson A. Miles is to succeed Lieutenant 
General Schofield in the office of com- 
mander-in-chiefof the United States army. 

** General Miles made’ a statement’ of the 
fact last night to a reporter, saying that 
he was informed of President Cleveland’s 
determination to appoint’ him on Friday 
last by Secretary. of War Lamont, whom 
he met in this city by special appointment 
at the Metropolitan club. ~ 


GENERAL SCHOFIELD. 


General Schofield retired from active 
gervice at noon yesterday, and it is 
probable that the appointment of General 
Miles will be announced by tomorrow. 

The rank of ‘lieutenant. general expires 
with General Schofield’s retirement, as it 
is a grade only created by special acts of 
congress in recognition of distinguished 
services. It has been bestowed upon six 
generals, Washington, Scott, Grant, Sher- 
man, Sheridan and Sehofleld. ~ 

A Massachusetts Man. 


General Miles has received all his mili- 
tary training on the field of experience, 
instead of in the schools; He will be the 
first general for many years who was not 
a West Point graduate, and, as the West 
Pointers are reputed to esteem themselves 
the aristocracy of the army, it has been 
reported that his volunteer antecedents 
would militate against his appointment so 
far as the influence of the army circle had 
to do with it. General Winfield Scott was 
the last commanding general, Who was 
not a West Point man. 


I GENFRAL NELSON A. MILES 
’ General Miles is a native of Massacha- 
setts, haviig been born in Westminister 
on Aug.'8, 1839. In 1861 he joined the 
Twenty-second. Massachusetts volunteers, 
and served throughout the rebellion with 
great distinction. He distinguished him- 
self early in his careér in the Army of 
the Potomac, and took part4n nearly every 
engagement up-to Lee's surrender at Ap- 
pomattox. ieneral Miles distinguished 
himself in particular at Spottsylvania. At- 
tacking the bloody angle on the right, he 
broke the enemy’s line, routed them and 
captured Lieutenant, G al Bushrod 
Johnson and his divisionY At Five Forks, 
Miles saved the day by: coming to the 
rescue of Sheridan’s cavalry and Warren's 
Fifth corps. 
, Of Wide Experience. 

Altogether the new cominander has had 
a varied military career, since the war 
he has been best known as an Indian 
fighter. He did fine work at the head of 
the Indian Territory expedition,in 1873. 
2JIn 1876 he drove Sitting Bull over the Cana- 
( dian line, captured a—number of noted 
warriors and also succeeded in making 
risoners of Chief Joseph and the Nez 
Secor, In 1878 he defeated and captured 
e band of Bannocks in Yelléwstone Park. 
Not long after this he succeeded in bring- 
ing in Sitting Bull, and thus was more of 
a factor than any other man in the settle- 
ment of Montana and North and South 
Dakota, In 1886 he captured Geronimo 

and his band of Apaches jn Arizona. 

His most recent claim to public atten- 
tion was the part he took in suppressing 
the Chicago strike of the American Rail- 
way union last year. General Miles was 
sommissioned brevet. brigadier general 
March 2, 1867, brigadier general in Decem- 
ber, 1880, and major general in 1890, when 
he was assigned to the command of the 
flivision of Missouri, which he relin- 
quished last year to take command of the 
eastern department on the retirement of 
Major General O. O. Howard. 

In appearance: General Miles is one of 
the most stalwart and soldierly menin the 
service. He is over six feet tall, and does 
nut look i 50 odd years.

On the 250th birthday of the First 
Church and Society, which occurred 
Wednesday, events of historical import- 
ance and interest received fitting notice 
in prose and puetry from men prominent 
in the realms of pulpit and pew. . 

At 10.45 o’clock the auditorium ‘was 
well filled with the descendants of many 

of the families who are prominent in the 
history of old Andover, and to whom the 
occasion would, on this account, be of es- 
pecial and particular import. : 


MEkTING HovusEs. 


The first meeting house was a temporary 
structure and was used as a house of 
worship from 1645 to 1669, when a new 
meeting house was built, which stood un- 
til 1709. At this time the town was di- 
vided into two church precincts. The 
North Parish built a meeting house 56x 
60 feet feet, 22 feet studd, ‘‘With a roof 
like Salem meeting house.” This build- 
ing stood until 1753, when a new one was 
built, which stood until 1836. At that 
time the present church edifice was 
erected. The first three meeting houses 
were probably located near the old-bury- 
ing ground, and the last two near the 

‘site of the present edifice.
